TRIES TO HELP SUPPLY REST OF WORLD 


A g rain shortag e so acu te an d 
threaten in g that some officials are 
talkin g of the possible n ecessity of 
a retu rn to meat ration in g an d other 
an imal foods is u p this week for cab 
in et discu ssion s in Washin g ton . 


The g rain shortag e situ ation has 
far reachin g implication s for both 
domestic an d ex port su pplies of su ch 
foods as meats, lard, dairy an d pou l­ 
try produ cts, an d flou r, bread an d 
cereals. 
If it keeps g rowin g tig hter 
it may requ ire sig n ifican t chan g es in 
liv estock produ ction prog rams an d *n 
the allocation of foods for shipmen t 
abroad. 
The situ ation is su ch that an u n ­ 
fav orable sprin g an d su mmer crop 
season cou ld redu ce produ ction of 
meats, fats an d oils, an d bu tter to a 
lev el where a retu rn of ration in g 
wou ld be n ecessary to assu re equ it­ 
able distribu tion at home an d to meet 
min imu m ex port requ iremen ts. There 


are n o in dication s so far of a bad 
season in this cou n try , bu t sev ere 
drou th is sharply cu rtailin g g rain 
produ ction in sou thern hemisphere 
cou n tries. 
Just ba ck from Lon don , where he 
discu ssed 
Eu rope’s food shortag es 
with officials, Secretary By rn es has 
reported that failu re of this cou n try 


to meet its ex port qu ota may con ­ 
demn million s to dire hu n g er before 
the win ter is ov er. 
Some ag ricu ltu re departmen t g rain 
au thorities believ e there is n ot wheat 
en ou g h left to meet ex port promises 
u n less steps are taken to restrict u se 
of this g rain in liv estock feedin g , the 
man u factu re of alcohol, an d perhaps 
in the man u factu re of flou r.

est of both the employ er and the 
employ ee, and to the interest only 
of the professional union officials, 
(such 
as 
jurisdictional 
strikes), 
would disappear. “ But if y ou were 
to prohibit the jurisdictional strike 
by law, and leave dictatorial power 
in the hands of the union officials,” 
he added, “they would laugh at that 
law as they have at the Smith-Con- 
nally Act, and as they will at all 
laws as long as their unions are dic­ 
tatorships and they the dictators.” 
Judge Blanton believes that the 
men returning from all over the 
world will 
never lorget that the 
present union leadership has used 
the war and its aftermath as a gold­ 
en opportunity to increase their own 
power and wealth, without regard 
to the sufferings of others. He cites 
the war-tme strikes, the strike which 
has tied up the lumber industry of 
the Northwest since October in the 
midst of our greatest housing short­ 
age, the hundreds of strikes which 
are too small to reach the headlines 
but which are sapping our national 
strength, and the ^reat steel and 
automobile strikes, which are mak­ 
ing it impossible for the veteran re­ 
turning and setting up anew to get 
the things he needs, and which can 
only result in higher prices when 
he is able to buy . 
“It burns a veteran up,” he said, 
“to haive to buy a license to work 
from the men who are running that 
sort of show before he has the right 
to earn his living in his own coun­ 
try , and to have to pay over any as­ 
sessments 
they 
choose 
to 
make 
against him and to fall in with their 
propaganda line to keep from los­ 
ing jiis union card once he has got 
it. 
“We are not out to break up la­ 
bor unions, but to clean them up,” 
he continued, “and it is essential to 
destroy the dictatorial power of the 
group now in control, which is too 
great a power for any group to have 
in a free country , even though their 
wisdom and intentions were of the 
best.” 
Judge Blanton will make a vigor­ 
ous campaign, in which he ex pects 
strong 
opposition, 
either 
open 
or 
concealed, from the Political Action 
Committee of the CIO. He will speak 
for the principles in which he be­ 
lieves, and will see as many of the 
peopel of this county as possible be­ 
fore 
the 
Democratic primaries in 
July .

War Department has seen 
that enlisted men need more than 
20 day s to make a final decision 
about getting back into the Army . 
Recruiting offices were instructed 
this week to publicize the fact that 
t*ny dischargee who has been out 
kss than 9 0 day s may now go back 
into the service in his discharged 
grade. 
Such grade is to become a 
permanent regular Army grade and 
date of rank will be the same date 
as that held at time of discharge. 
The law has been that since Novem­ 
ber 1, 19 45, discharged enlisted men 
had only 20 day s in which to go back 
in their old grade. 
A similar revision of policy has 
been made in getting former offi­ 
cers, 
warrant 
officers and 
flight 
officers back into th° service as mas­ 
ter sergeants. The current law reads 
that: Any such officer, who has been 
out of the service less than 9 0 day s 
may now come back in as a first 
grader. 
This policy is to remain in 
effect until June 30 of the current 
y ear. 
After that an officer will 
have only 20 day s in which to return 
to the service as a master sergeant. 
In the case of officers, for comput­ 
ing the time allowed to reenlist as a 
master sergeant, the last day of ter­ 
minal leave is the beginning of the 
9 0-day period. 
The date of rank 
for such first graders will be the 
same date as that of his original 
commission.
